WOOLEN MANUFACTORES. 


The Fraud Practiced in the Mixing: 
of Cotton with Shoddy 
and Cheap Grades 
of Wool, 


It is a truth that cannot be too widely circulated 
nor too well understood that large quantities of 
so-called woolen goods sold in the market to be 
made into garments are composed not of wool 
alone, but of cotton and wool mixed, and carded 
together before being spun into yarn. The o)4- 
fashioned manner of making cotton and wool fabric 
was in using the former for the warp and the latter 
for the filling. This was an honest method, since 
the composition was plainly understood by the 
buyer or consumer. 

The present use of cotton in mixture enables 
manufacturers of piece goods to use woo) of poor 
quality and shoddy, for cotton gives strength to 
the fibre. Material that would not hold together if 
worked alone can be made available by the use of 
cotton. 

Now one of the opjections to goods made in this 
manner is, that when worn end exposed to eun- 
light they fade, and have a dirty, dilapidated ap- 
pearance. But large quantities of such goods are 
in the market, and so shrewdly is the mixture of 
cotton and wool effected that the ordinary meth- 
odsof discovery of the cotton are not of avail. 
Burning does no good, forthe smell of the wool 
is distinct, as if in the absence of the cheaper 
material. The only safety for the retail pur- 
chaser who desires honest material consists in 
trusting to known houges that have a good reputa- 
tion and mean to keep it. Some of these houses have 
in time past been deceived by the makers, but now 
certain of them have chemical tests that they ap- 
ply, and are able to show the result to euch as in- 
quire concerning each and every piece of woolen 
goods that they are willing to make into garments. 

It has become one of the dishonest customs in 
trade of the day, on the part of certain manufac- 
turers, to warrant the goods that are formed in part 
of cotton as all wool, because, as they say, the cot- 
ton and wool are not distinctively used as warp and 

ling. The buyer of the false article is assured, 

erefore, that the goods sold him are all wool.” 
He has no means at hand for the detection of the 
trick, and wewiuadied. It is, of course, a matter 
of special moment that the purchager of fabrics 
that are to be made into clothing, or the purchaser 
of clothing that he himself is to wear, should 
determine to make his deaung with parties who 
not only have the means at hand to detect imposi- 
tion, but who are utterly to be believed when ey 
assert that the goods they offer are genuine. 

Some of the manufacturers argue that they must 
meet the market; that certain woolen goods made 
in part of cotton are more strong and more salabie 
than if made of low-priced wool alone. Very 
well; if these goods were represented as being’ 
made of cotton in part, and the man who bought 
the pantaloons made of them understood t 


t 
he was buying a mixture, in piace of bel ay, 


the representation of the parties who made the 
goods into garments that they were all wool,” 
no harm would be done. The cheapening and 
adulteration of goods of all descriptiong, that they 
may be sold cheap, has become a part of the busi- 
ness of the time. 

The evil consequences of this demand for cheap 
asticles affect not the maker, the jobber, or tire re- 
taller, but only the consumer. He is told that he 
is purchasing a genuine ali-wool material made 
into a garment, and, it may be, wonders that the 
price isso low. There are houses that make on'y 
the best of goods into garments. If the buyer of 
ready-made clothing will find them out, he may be 
assured of the quality of his purchase.

PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—There had been 
no announcement of the time for beginning the 
coinage of the new silver dollars at the Mint, so 
it was by accident that your correspondent, 
dropping in at 2 o’clock thie afternoon, was the 
only press representative there to see the first 
of the new coinage made.

By Mr. Harmer—A petition of citizens aud type- 
founders of the United States, requesting that in 
order to prevent fraud in the introduction of for- 
eign type into the United States, the duty may re- 
main a specific one, as in the bill now before Con- 
gress, and not be changed to an ad valorem duty. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Cox (N. X.) in the chair, on the Diplo- 
matic Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Hewitt (N. Y.) said he would not have 


spoken on the bill, except for the recent event 


which had startled the whole country, That event 
had been the decisionin the case of the Fishery 
Commission, by which the lerge sum of $5, 500, 000 
had been awarded as damage to tue Canadian Gov- 
ernment for the privilege enjoyed by the United 
States fishermen. He pictured the array of lead- 
ing ‘awyers who had represented the United States 
at Geneva, and compared them wita the gentlemen 
who had represented it at the late arbitration with 
Canada. Respectable gentlemen, it was true, dut 
gentiemen who had never been heard of before, 
while the representatives of Great Britain had been 
among the shining lights of the law. If reciprocity 
were put off for twenty years by the blunders of 
the men selected to represent the United States 
abroad, it was time ta ascertain whether 
the diplomatic system was worthy of respect. 
The present system was expensive, unnecessary, 
and in most cases ausclesssham. ‘The newespa- 
pers had taken the place of the old-fashioned 
diplomatic services. Twenty years ago the United 
States used to send abroad great and distinguished 
men. Wwiile in these degenerate times the foreign 
missions were refuges for played-out politicians. 
He was in favor of having but two European mis- 
signs—one at London, as the centre of commercial 
interest’ of the world, and one at Berlin, as the 
contre of a political power. lle would have these 
Ministers well paid. so that they would not feel 
humiliated at the association with other Ministers. 
He would then have Secretaries at other different 
posts who should report to the Ministers. He 
stated that of the twenty important treaties nego- 
tiatea with European nations all but one had been 
necotiaied by special envoys, thus showing the in- 
niility of the present diplomatic service. He re- 
greticd very much that there was no recipro- 
cal treaty between the United States and 
France, since this country would have 80 
much to gain dy such 36 tresty. He 
was in favor of retaining the missions of the South 
American, States, because those countries were 
constantly in a state of revolution, and Ministers 
were necessary there to protect citizens of the 
United States. Wherever the Diplomatic Service 
couid subdserve the interests of commerce he would 
sustain it, but where it had oniy to deal with 
political questions, he was in favor of reducing the 
expense of the servies, aud consolidating the de- 
partment. The reguiation of the whole system of 
the Diplomatic and Consular service was in the 
bands of the President under the Conetftution. 
lle could make that system an honor and source 
of immense value and prosperity to the country. 

Referring to \jvil-Service reform, he sent to the 
Clerk's desk and had read the Civil Service order 
of President Hayes, and then stated that the Fifth 
Auditor of the oi had been making 
political speeches in ew Hampshire. He 
did not propose to any comments 
on the act. No President had ever 
made such promises as Mr. Haygs nad. No Pres- 
dent was ever so bound by eve consideration of 
justice to keep the pledges which he had made. It 
had been a matter of wonder to everybody on bota 
@ides that these pledges had not been kept. Here 
was a President who came into ofiice, not by the 
ordinary mode, came rather by the Cesarean oper- 
ation, and he owed to oth sides, not only to his 
own side, to which he mide these pledges, but to 
that other and greater party in the country which 
had witha forbearance and self-controi unpar- 
alleled in modern times kept their faith with him. 
Had he kept bis faith with the people? Men had 
emmy their brains to explain why hg had not 

one it. It was assaredly not because wanted 
to reward his own party. for he had trampled his 
own party under foot. It was not because he 
wanted to come the arms of 
the Democratic party, becetse he 
knew that, while that party sternly did 
its duty to humanity, it wanted no recruite from 
that direction. He had said that he would give no 
appointments for political reasons, that was to the 
party which had nominated him, snd which nad tried 
to elect him,and within very narrow limits he kept 
his bledge as to that, but there had been more than 
one Campaign carried on in 1876. There had been 
the campaign of the election, and the campaign of 
the Electoral action, and when his appointments 
were turned to it wonld be found that he had re- 
warded those who had secured his counting Mito he 
high office of President of the United States. To 
begin with his Cabinet, there could be found there 
two Secretaries who had been counsel on the 
Electoral Commission. 

Mr. Frye— “ If the gentleman is making an at- 
tack on the Civil-Service reform of the President I

Mr. Hewitt said that he was not making an at- 
tack On the Ciyil-Service reform of the President, 
because he thought he had no Civil-Service policy. 
Among his other appointments were those of Wells. 
Anderson, Cassenave, and Kenner, in Louisiana. 
and of Sterns, in Florida. The President bad also 
broken his pledge by appointing three personal 
friends, —Noyes, who had put Hayes in nomina- 
tion, as Minister to France; Comly, who had dis- 
covered Hayes, as Minister to the Sandwich Islands; 
and Lee, as Consul to Frankfort. 

Mr. Hewitt then sent to the Cierk’s desk and had 
read a letter from Comly to a private friend, in 
which he pictured the duties of Minister as prin- 
cipally going to take another drink, which was 
read amid much laughter. 

Mr. Hewitt resumed his speech, and proceeded 
to criticise the diplomatic appuiniwents, Having 
mentioned the name of Lee, Consul-General at 
Frankfort, Mr. Jones (Ohio) defended that ap- 
pointmeut and said that Lee was a man of culture, 
capacity, and integrity, and that no better selec- 
tion could have been mace. 

Mr. Hewitt said he was glad to hear it, but he 
disclaimea any intention of impngning Mr. Lee's 
character or abilities. Has objection.to it was that 
the apvointment had been made on personal 
grounds. He asked Jones whether Lee was a 
German scholar. , 

Mr. Jones replied that Lee could both translate 
and speak German, and that in point of culture he 
came fully up to the Jeffersonian standard. Lee's 
original appointment as private secretary to the 
President had been made solely on hie merits, and 
he had no doubt that his appointment to Frankfort 
had also been made on his merits alone. 

Mr. McMahon asked Jones whether the appoint- 
ment had not been made on account Of Lee's con- 
nection with the American alliance.

Immediately following came the following 
from thé Sheriff: 

Pirtsrie.p, March 11, 1878.—Gov. CUIIon: 
Recently James A. Brown, of this county, was 
robbed by two men, causing great excitement. At 
the time one man was arrested and identified by 
Brown as one of the robbers, and is now in jail. 
Before daylight this morning Brown went out of 
his house and. was shot and killed. The excite- 
ment is very great, and I am apprehensive that 1 
will not be able to protect my prisoner against vio- 
lence. I request that you order Capt. J. W. John- 
son. with Company KR. Eighth Regiment, to aid 
me in keeping the public peace.

The Governor promptly ordered out by tele- 
graph Capt. Johnson’s company, with orders to 
report to the Sheriff for duty. Ammunition 
was forwarded at once to Pittstield for the use 
of Capt. Sbhibley’s company, if necessary. It is 
believed by the Governor that this show of 
force will be sufficient to overawe any lawless- 
ness, should it be attempted.

He recovered, 
however, and had a man named McDonaid, 
whom he identified as the one who robbed and 
drurged him, arrested and lodged in jail. This 
morning about 4 o’clock Brown was foully 
murdered, it is supposed by McDonald’s ac- 
complices. Great excitement prevails, and the 
militia has been colled out to guard the jail and 
prevent McDonaid from being lynched. 


A SHOCKING AFFAIR.

Welsh's father is an invalid, and lives with 
a relative at No. 1012 South Front street, 
the hoy residing with his uncle, a laboring man, 
McAdams’ father works in a florist’s establish- 
meut at Norris street and Park avenue. Lieut. 
Allen, of the Twenty-second District, went 
last evening to 1012 South Front street 
in search of the boy, and to 
several other places he was known to frequent, 
but found no trace of him. Welsh is reported 
to be a rough, wild sort of a boy, fond of play- 
ing all sorts of tricks! 

PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—Robert McAdams, 
12 years old, and Charles Patton, of the 
same age, quarreled to-dag over the pos- 
session of a stick of candy.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
THE BAPTISTS, 

The Baptist ministers held their regular 
weekly meeting yesterday morning at the de- 
nominational headquarters, No. 71 Randolph 
street, the Rev. Dr. Owens, the new President, 
ip the chair. 

Dr. Everts sketched the missionary sermon 
preached by him Sunday. 

Prof. J. R. Boise, LL. D., of the Theological 
Seminary at Morgan Park, read an elaborate 
paper on the “Annihilation of Beings Possess- 
ing Moral Faculties.“ The essay was a most 
exhaustive argument against the doctrine of 
annihilation, and was divided into negative 
and positive heads. Under the negative head 
the Doctor cited special words and special 
phrases to which erroneous interpretations were 
given, and said that eight distinct and separate 
Greek verbs were in the translation of the Bible 
covered by the English word destroy.“ The 


same word which was translated *‘annihiliate’’ 
in one was in another passage given an 
altogether different meaning. The woman who 
lost“ a piece of maney did not call in*her 
friends and neighbors to 2 with her over 
the finding of the money which she had anni- 
hilated’’; nor did the shepherd rejoice over the 
recovery of the sheep which he had *“annihi- 
lated.”” In Revelation the second death was 
spoken of. If annihilation succeeded death, 
then the second death was a logical impos- 
sibility. ‘The essay, to which no abstract could 
do justice, closed as follows: 

To recapitulate, the words death.“ dead. 
and to die,” do not, cannot, mean annihilation, 
forif they do then Christ was annihilated. The 
words to kill, to destroy,” to bring to 
naught, do not mean annihilation, cannot mean 
it, cause if they do Christ and the Christian 
faith were annihilated long ago. No words, oo 

hrases, no teachings, no pictures in the New 

estament mean annihilation. The doctrine is not 
there. It has not even a shadow of % foundation, 
with any correct principles of interpretation. But 
the argument is not merely negative. The posi- 
tive teachings of the New Testament, its clearest 
plainest, most direct, and unequivocal statements, 
are incompatible with the doctrine of the annihila- 
tion of the wicked. 

The natura! effect of a belief in this doctrine has 
once or twice been witnessed inthe world’s his- 
tory. The Epicureans taught this doctrine, and 
their motto was, Eat. drink, and be merry.” 
Paul himeelf says: If the dead rise not, let us 
eat and drink. for to-morrow we die. The 
French. at the close of the last century, inscribed 
over the gates of their cemeteries: ‘* Death 
is an eternal sleev.“ At the same time 
Paris was filled with debauchery and 
bloodshed and all manner of excesses, at the very 
sight of which all the world stood aghast. The 
frivolity of that day contrasts unfavorably with 
the thoughtful remark of Socrates: ‘*If,”’ ane 
he, in his defense before his judges, ‘‘death is 
like asleep when one sleeping beholds no vision. 
then would it bean admirable gain.” This re- 
minds one of the language of Shakspeare: 

Tq die to sleep; to sleep, perchance to dream; aye, 
th the rub; for in that sleep of death what dreams 
may come, when we have shuffied off this mortal coil, 
must give us pause. 

Annihilationism is the twin brother of Univer- 
salism. Both spring from that desire of the hu- 
man heart to escape the awful penalty of sin. 
Both alike lull the guilty conscience into a false 
security. Both alike blind the eyes and harden 
the heart. 

Thanks be to God that we have before us and can 


“present before our fellow-men a better prospect 


han annibilation. Iwill close with a word from 
the Old Testament: Many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame and everlasting 
contempt, and they that be wise shall shine as the

Work on the Dome---Opening Bids--- 
Miscellaneous Business. 


The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was heid yesterday afternoon, all the 
members present. 

THE DOME. 

Under the head of unfivished business, a reso- 
lution of Mr. Wheeler, looking to Mspending 
all the work on the Court-House, dome was 
taken up. 9 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the resolution was un- 
necessary, as the Committee had already or- 
dered the work stopped. 

Mr. Burling said Sexton disputed the authori- 
ty of the Committee in the matter, and called 
for the reading of the foliowing from Architect 


Exau on the subject: 

Your honorable Board. by a resolution of July 
30, 1877. authorized P. J. Sexton to onuild as much 
of the foundations of the dome of the Court-House 
as may be necessary to inclose the county's half of 
the structure. Acting under the resolution re- 
ferred to, and the instructions of your Joint Com- 
mittee in charge of the building, the county's half 
of the dome has been built to its present level. 
By a subsequent resolution of your Joint Commit- 
tee I have been directed to suspend further opera- 
tions on this portion of the building, and I have 
notified Mr. Sexton of the action of your Commit- 
tee. and directed him to suspend the work pending 
further action by your honorable body. 

Mr. Sexton now notifies me that unless the order 
of your Joint Committee is ratified by your honor- 
able Board he will proceed with the structure as 
heretofore, claiming that the order of July 30 is 
substantially a cortract, and cannot be rescinded 
unless by the action of your honorable body. I 
therefore desire to bring these facts to your notice, 
and, in view of the complications which may arise, 
to urge the necessity for prompt and decided 
measures. I have also been requested by your 
Joint Committee to close Mr. Sexton's account on 
the dome, but cannot do so while he maintains his 

resent position, and only await your action 
fore making a final settlement with him. 
I beg leave to state that I have recently examined 
the plans prepared by the city authorities for the 
west half of the building, and inasmuch as no pro- 
vision is made in these drawings fora dome, nor 
for any central structure whatever. it becomes my 
duty to inform your honorable Board of the fact. 

The large piers of cut-sione now in progress on 
the county side would be unnecessary for the sup- 

ort of any structure of a lesser magnitude than 
he contemplated dome, and if the city authorities 
should persevere in the execution of their plans a 
very great waste of moncy would result from the 
rosecution of ch work on the county side.

Upon the reading being completed, Mr. Bur- 
ling urged the importance of adopting Mr. 
Wheeler’s resolution. we 

Mr. Mulloy moved that the resolution and 
communication be referred to the Joint Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Spofford moved as an amendment the 
adoption of the resolution, and Mr. Burling ad- 
vocated the amendment. 

The amendment finally prevailed by a vote of 
11 to 3. Those voting in the negative were 
Messrs. Cleary, Fitzgerald, and Mulloy. 

CUTTING HIM DOWN. 

The resolution of Mr. Boese looking to reduc- 
ing the salary of the Superintendent of the 
Covrt-House from $7 to $5 per day was taken 


up. 

Mr. Burling said a Superintendent on the 
work was necessary, but he knew nothing of 
the qualifications of the gentleman employed. 
The Superintendent on the Custom-House was 
getting $5 per day, and it was a position of the 
greatest importance and responsibility. He was 
in favor of the adoption of the resolution, and 
thought that $5 a day would be good pay for the 
Superintendent. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was opposed to the resolution, 
and was fearful that if the Superintendent’s 
salary was reduced he would slight his work. 
He bad favored the reduction last year, but had 
changed his mind. 

Mr. Boese was in favor of discharging Super- 
iIntendent Hanley, and boldly asserted that he 
was not working in the public Interest. He bad 
never heard a complaint from him of any kind, 
and therefore concluded thas he was not what 
was wanted. He was satisfied that Hanley 
would not be discharged, however, and the next 
best thing was to reduce his salary. 

Mr. Wheeler was in favor of the adoption of 
the resolution, and if it was — to re- 
duce the salary to $4 he would vote for it. 

Mr. Hoffman was opposed to reducing Han- 
ley’s salary in toto, and thought he was a good 
man and worth all be was being paid. 

Mr. Cleary was opposed to the resolution, 
and thought the proposit on to adopt it was an 
insult to the honorable Commissioners who ap- 
pointed Hanley and voted him $7 per.day. Its 
adoption would be an injustice to Cook County, 
which he would never tolerate, conscious, as he 
was, that his every movement and vote was be- 
ing watched by the 60,000 people who voted for 
him and elected him Commissioner. He knew 
that Mr. Wheeler had a man he wanted to get 
in the place who was willing to work for $1, 
and the other “‘reformers’’ were in the same 
fix, he thought.

REPORTS. 

The Joint Committee on Public Buildings and 
Public Service reported. recommending that all 
resolutions heretolore adopted affecting the 
Court-House work be repegled, and that hence- 
forth no work be done on the Court-House ex- 
cept upon the order of the Board. ‘The report 
was signed by Messrs. Burling, Ayars, Boese, 
and Spofford, andthe fact that it lacked one 
signature to make it a majority report was made 
an excuse to fight it: It was finally withdrawn. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts re- 
ported adversely ou the proposition to remove 
the Sheriff's office to the new Court-House, and 
recommending that the room occupied by the 
Board be — to the County Treasurer, and 
that the Board occupy the room now occupied 
by the Clerk to the Board. 

Mr. Mulloy objected to the report, and signi- 
fied his desire to move the Sberilf’s oflice to the 
South Side. 

Mr. Wheeler was in favor of sending the 
Sheriff to the South Side, and thought such a 
move would accommodate the members of the 
Bar, etc. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was opposed to moving the 
Sheriff purely as a matter of public economy, 
and, realizing the situation, once again said the 
county had no money to throw away. 

After some further discussion, a call for the 
previous question was lost by a vote of 8 to 7 
and Mr. Wheeler took the floor and addres 
himself especially to the general conduct of Mr.

The Trial at Kalamazoo Getting a Little 
Long—The Asylum Employes All Think It 
Is a Whale. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., March 10.—Court opened 
at 2 o’clock p. m., and the answers to the cross- 
interrogatories of Dr. Emerson’s deposition 
were read to the jury. Nothing especially etrik- 
ing was brought out, except to soften and ex- 
plain the statements of belief contained in the 
direct examination. The Doctor thinks it prob- 
able that the plaintiff is still partially insane. 

Ezra Snyder was then called, and swore to the 
truth of the circumstance before given, in 
which Mrs. Newcomer had addressed him, say- 
ing: Read, you damned old fool, read! aad 
again, Go, you damned old fool, git! Aiter 
having testified to this he stood aside and made 
room for William Messica, who stated simply 
that Mrs. Newcomer came to the Central 
depot at Albion, at 10 o’clock one ‘hight, where 
he was night watchman, and asked to be shown 
to her friend Bishop’s; that witness went from 
the depot to Bishop’s with the plaintiff, and 
that the plaintiff told him she would know the 
place if he was sure he was on the right street. 

The attorneys for plaintiff tried to show the 
rationality of this proceeding in their cross- 
examination. 

Miss Primer, an attendant at the Asylum, was 
the next witness for the defense. She stated 
that the plaintiff while at the Asylum was 
unmanageable, and was taken to Hall No. 8 
because her exposure of her person was offensive 
to other patients; that she was not lame in the 
Asvlum; that she refused te take medicine, but 
was not forced; that she never bathed in water 
used by other patients; that she made no com- 
plaints about these things at the Asylum; that 
the beds were comfortable; that she could not 
keep a conversation; that she was greatly de- 
pressed when she came to the Asylum; that she 
was talking about her taxes and those papers 
most of the time; that the plaintiffwas unqu es- 
tionably insane. 

Miss Rice, another attendant, was then sworn. 
This witness corroborated the previous testimo- 
ny, aud stated that the plaintiff had an inecx- 
pressive loo® about her eyes; that she could not 
fix her attention on anything; that she was in- 
sane; that the baths were given properly and 
neatly; that the attendants were ordered to 
treat patients kindly. This witness swore that 
Miss Bixby, a witness of the plaintiff, said, 
while at the Asylum, that she did not want to 
sleep 80 near a crazy rson, meaning Mrs. 
Newcomer. This was denied by Miss Bixby 
when she was on the stand. This witness 
also testified that she never heard Mrs. New- 
comer speak while in the Asylum, and that she 
does not know whether the plaintiff is crazy 
now or not. 

The last witness of the day, Mrs. Manchester, 
was then called, and stated that she had been 
connected with the Asylum for the past eight 
years, and that it was a custom of the plaintiff 
while at the Asylum to follow the attendants 
around with no apparent object; that she would 
go to the attendants’ room and try to get in; 
she would want to. know the name 
and use of cochmon objects; that the 
attendants had to wash and dress her; that she 
talked to herself a great deal of the time; that 
the witness never doubted the pvlaintiff’s in- 
sanity; that the plaintiff never complained at 
the Asylum of not sleeping well; that the wit- 
ness never strapped the plaintiff to a chair; that 
the breakfast, instead of being as the plaintiff 
had alleged, was meat or fish, bread and butter, 
and coffee, and occasionally crackers and milk, 
eggs and toast, and mashed potatoes; that the 
witness believed the plaintiff was insane at the 
Asylum. This testimony corrobo in other 
points that of the foregoing ones. 

The Court adjourned at this point. There 
are several other witnesses on the defense, and 
it is doubtful if the case goes to the jury before 
Thursday. Most all of the attendants as wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff are not now in the em- 
ploy of the Asylum, while those for the defense 
are working for the institution to-day. This 
fact has been noticed, and opposite inferences 
drawn. |

p. 597), provided that “any alien” who had 
enlisted, or should thereafter, in the regular or 
volunteer army. and be honorably di®-harge, 
should be admitted to citizenship on petition, 
without previous declarat on of intentions and 
proof of no more than one vear’s residence and 
good moral character. This act admitted alievs 
of every race. 

The seventh section of the act of July 14, 
1 “To amend the naturalization laws, etc.“ 
(16 Statutes-at-Lurge, p. 255), provided “ That 
the naturalization laws are hereby extended to 
aliens of African nativity and to persons of Afri- 
can descent.” 

The Revised Statutes of the United States, ap- 
proved June 22, 1874, Chap. 30, pp. 380 to 382, 
did not employ the words being for white per- 
sons,“ and, of course, would have admitted to 
citizenship Asiatics as well as negroes. 

On the 13th of February, 1875 (Congressiona? 
record, volume 3, p. 1236), a debate took place 
on amendments proposed. to this title of the 
Revised Statutes, in the course of which Mr. 
Ferry, of Connecticut, said: “ By the existing 
law, all persons, witnout distinction of race, 
nativity, or color, may, with certain qualifica- 
tions of residence and character, be natural- 
ized. Tuat is tbe law new. It is proposed by 
the part of the bill which I move to strike out 
to limit the capacity of naturalization to per- 
sons of white and African descent, exclud- 
ing entirely Asiatics who may desire to become 
naturalized and possess the necessary qualitica- 
tions.“ 

The sense of Congress was that the Revised 
Statutes erred in omitting the words “ free 
white persons,“ which were restored (see act 
of the 18th of February, 1875, p. 218), and by 
this declaration of the law it seqyis that no 
Asiatic can or ever could be legally 12

HOT SPRINGS. 


An Earnest Appeal for Aid. 
Hor Sprinas, Ark., March 11.—The liberal 
donation of $500 from the Chicago Board of 
Trade has swollen the cash contributions for ghe 
relief of sufferers by the recent conflagration 
here to something over $2,000. Much has al- 
ready been done in the way of providing for the 
most pressing needs, but a generous public 
should be informed that much still remains to 
be done, and that their efforts and contributions 
should not cease, The case here has unusual 
features of peculiar hardship. The distress is 
far more general and severe than usually 
attends such disaaters. The victims, with 
few Se have lost their all, and 
have absolutely nothing with which to 
begin anew. Here, too, are hundreds 
ofinfirm or crippled. persons who were liv- 
ing by charity while seeking restoration to 
health in this Pool of Bethesda, auf now those 
who were there dependent on themselves are 
equally destitute. It is also indispensable to 
send hence to other fields of effort hundreds of 
laboring poor, whose opportunities for employ- 
ment vanished in the flames which engulfed 
five-sixths of the business establishments of the 
city. Many others there are who were engaged 
in prosperous trade one week ago, but have now 
lost their entire possessions, including their 
homes, places of business,and stocks of mer- 
chandise. Few had any insurance upon the ex- 
ceptionally risky structures that have now been 
swept away. They can’t buiid again be- 
cause the titles to their building-sites 
have been judicially decided to be in 
the Government, and they have no land to 
mortgage for means with which to rebuild. 
Tue Federal Commissioners also have very 
properly decided not to permit the construction 
of shanties or other frail and tem porary struct- 
ures. Indeed, itis not probable that any re- 
building will be permitted until the proposed 
new strect lines shall have been defined and es- 
tablished. Thus it appears that many families 
are reduced from comparative affluence to ab- 
solute want, with no reasonable prospect of im- 
provement. They are equally unable to earn 
support here, and helpless to get away, except 
as Christian charity shall provide the means, 
and these should be generously forthcoming. 
The distribution of relief isin the hands of a 
competent Committee, so the public may be as- 
sured that all contributions will be faithfully 
and judiciously applied.

BLUE-RIBBON AT TUSCOLA, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Tusco.a, III., March 11.—At last the Murphy 
movement has struck this town, and hit it bad. 
On Friday last Col. Wolfe, W. 8. Manan, and 
about sixty ladies and genticmen of Chanspaign 
chartered a special car, and, headed by the 
famous Hoosier temperance worker, Capt. Tyler 
Mason, made a descent on Tuscola and held two 
meetings, in the Presbyterian Church in the 
afternoon and the Opera-House at night. Three 
hundred and fifty-seven put on the blue-ribbon. 
On Saturday nigh: Judge C. B. Smith and Col. 
J. W. Langley, of Champaign, also made ad- 
dresses, and 200 more names were enrolled. On 
Sunday night the Opera-House was packed 
full. The Rev. W. D. Best, Dr. Parcels, and Capt. 
Mason made rousing speeches, and then Pho- 
cion Howard, who had been cornered by his 
wife, Mrs. Maj. Van Deren, and Mra Vashti 
Hull, put on the blue ribbon and give in his 
experience as a “reformed drunkard.“ Pho- 
cion took a gloomy view ot the future, if this 
temperance movement was to become general, 
and amid roars of laughter wanted to know 
‘(what was to become of the Bourbon Demo- 
cratic party and Civil-Service reform if whisky 
was eliminated from politics? Other addresses 
followed by new recruits, and 200 additional 
names were signed. There is no stopping the 
progress of the reform here, aud the 
only regret is that it is being antag- 
onized by A. W. Ringland, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, anda young Evangelist 
named Fletcher, of Chicago, who in their dis- 
courses on Sunday bitterly denounced what 
they termed sensational and spasmodic at- 
tempts to inculcate morality without the 
blessing of God. The leading ladies and gentle- 
men of the Presbyterian Church, however, are 
heart and soul engaged in the Murphy move- 
ment, and the weak bostility of the pastor and a 
very few followers will not create a ripple on 
the great tide. A paper is now being circulated, 
which already has many signatures of reputable 
citizens, addressed to Evangelist Fletcher, ask- 
ing him to leave Tuscola, as his expressed bos- 
tility to the temperance movement has made 
bim odious and a reproach to the cause of 
Christ.

An Extraordinary Scene.

According to his statement, during the 
prolonged examination, forty-three of the 180 

risovers had died from natural causes, tweive 

ad committed suicide, and twenty-eight had 
gone mad. He denounced the proceedings as a 
miserable farce. At these words the Judge 
jumped up, and gave orders that the prisoner 
should be at once removed. An officer of the 

ndarmes promptly seized Mischkin, but at 
fhe same time two other prisoners rushed to 
the aid of the latter, and a band-to-hand fight 
eusued. in which the officer had to contend 
against the three. Mischkin continued m a 
louder key to rail against the court and the 
Judges. At last a gag was forced into his 
mouth, and he, with his fellow-prisoners, was 
dragged out of the chamber. A terrible tumult 
ensued in the court. Many wowen, some of 
them being wives of the prisoners, fainted or 
went into hysterics, and loud curses were heard. 
The prisoners, officials, spectators, und gen- 
darmes were involved in a riotous struggle, but 
eventually a detachment of soldiers succeeded

The English Government and press, al- 
though acknowledging England's willingness 
to take part in the proposed Congress, are 
yet apprehensive that British influence is not 
to have its due weight at the meeting. 
Tho London Times and also Lord 
Denny in Parliament have announced 
that the Congress must be prixileged 
to pass upon all the terms of che 
preliminary treaty between the recent bellig- 
erents, failing in which they declare that any 
attempt at settlement by the Powers will be 
but an empty farce. The Tunes is especially 
displeased with Russia's pretensions, and 
protests against the dictatorship which it 
claims has already been established over 
Turkish territory. 

It is not often that a valuable donation of 
money, or its equivalent in real property, is 
rejected by impecunious individuals or 
States, and the generous donor kicked for 
his pains, but the proposal of ex-Gov.

The eity ordinance under which numerous 
prosecutions have occurred for the sale of 
liquor to minors is declared by Judge Mo- 
AuuisTsER to be illegal and of no effect. He 
holds that in framing and passing the ordi- 
nance the Common Council exceeded the 
power conferred by the Charter, in requiring 
the presence, instead of the consent, of the 
parents or guardians of minors, and that the 
ordinance also contravenes the State law by 
requiring presence instead of consent. It 
would seem from Judge McALuisrer’s @e- 
cision that prosecution for the sale of liquor 
to minors can yet be brought under the State 
law, though the shorter and more direct pro- 
cedure under a city ordinance is far more 
effective in dealing with the evil. The sen- 
timent of the community is so strongly in 
favor of suppresSing the sale of liquor to 
minors, that the Common Council will doubt- 
less be urged to pass at once an ordinance 
that will stand the test of a review by Judge 
McALLISTER. 


THE WAR CLAIMS. 
The cloud of war-claims looming up in 
the House of Representatives, at first no 
bigger than a man’s hand, now tbreatens to 
overspread the whole financial sky. Every 
avenue leading to the Public Treasury having 
been thrown wide open, an army of claim- 
agents from the East, the West, the North, 
but mainly from the South, are crowding 
forward, greedily and ferociously, awaiting 
the first favorable legislation to get their 
hands into itand make a grab. There are 
now pending in the Quartermaster-General’s 
office 12,000 claims; in the Commissary- 
General’s office, 1,000; before the Con- 
gressional Committees,,2,000; in the South- 
ern Claims Commission, 8,000; besides 2,000 
yet to be filed in the Quartermaster-General's 
office under recent legislation, making a total 
of 25,000 claims, calling for a grab of several 
millions when the Democratic party comes 
into full possession of the Government, and 
when it does it will go to the front with a 
Southern yell on the question of these claims. 
These claims cover a stretch of time from 
the Revolutionary War to the close of 
the Rebellion, and they represent ‘every 
possible form of demand. The great 
majority come from the South, where every 
Southern patriot whose mule strayed off 


during the War, or who lost a side of bacon, 


wants to be conciliated with an appropria- 
tion, and is willing to have his patriotism 
Placed beyond all question upon a fair cash 
basis. The 25,000 claims cited above repre- 
sent those actually pending, but do not begin 
to represent the multitude behind, which 
will soon be pouring into Washington, when 
the legislation now contemplated by the 
Southern brigadiers is perfected. The close 
of the Rebellion was fixed by the Jonnson 
proclamation, Aug. 20, 1866. When the 
Mrs bill, dating back the close to June 30, 
1865, and the Suki bill, abolishing the 
Southern Claims Commission and trans- 
ferring all its business to the Court of 
Claims, where no question of the loyalty of 
the claimant is raised, are passed, it will be 
an ial declaration that there were 
no after the latter date, 
and will thus give the claim-prabbers 
an additional leeway of.fourteen months. 
The number of Southern patriots and Brig- 
adiers who suffered losses duriug these extra 
fourteen months will be legion. They will 
sweep from the South toward Washington 
like clouds of grasshoppers over a Western 
prairie, and settle down upon the Treasury 
and utterly devour its substance. The 
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claims already pending, not taking the cot- | ernment, on the other hand, purchasing 


ton tax into account, amount to over $100,- 
000,000. What they will amount to when 
the conspiracy of the Southern Brigadiers is 
fully developed, no man can tell. 
These claims may be divided into three 
classes: First, those growiug out of the 
War of the Rebellion ; second, those of the 
Mexican War and that of 1812; and third, 
those of Revolutionary times. The South- 
ern claims constitute the large majority, and 
90 per cent of them are fraudulent, and the 
demand is an insult to every person 
who was loyal to the Government 
during the War. The general charac- 
ter of these Southern claims is aptly 
illustrated by the bold attempt made by the 
representatives of the Southern’ mail-con- 
tractors to rob the Treasury of $300,000 on 
accounts unadjusted at the outbreak of the 
Rebellion, after they had already been paid 
$800,000 by the Confederacy to secure them, 
as was shown by reference to the Rebel 
archives in possession of the Government. 
The wisdom of the purchase of these records 
is now shown. They cost $75,000, and have 
already saved four times their expense in 
showing the fraudulent character of one 
claim. Perhaps if they are carefully exam- 
ined they may defeat more of these Soutb- 
ern steals. ‘The second class of claims pro- 
poses to take $9,000,000 out of the Treasury 
to pay the veterans of the frolic in Mexico, 
nine-tenths of whom are now well off and 
not in need of money. The third class is 
smallin number. The bill recently intro- 
duced by Mr. Srepuens is a fair illustration 
of this class. It proposes to pay a 
lady with the remarkable name of 
Joszrpuins Svurrerrnsxr Jaroskr $100,- 
000, because she is the only living descend- 
dant of Count PoL As who fell at Savannah 
a century ago, and because the Government 
failed to pay the customary pension to his 
survivors. The first class of claims should 
be resisted upon account of fraud and impu- 
dence. The second should be thrown out as 
a useless waste of money, where sufficient 
@ervice was not performed. The third should 
be met by the passage of a statute d limita- 
tions which should summarily squelch a de- 
mand not made until a hundred years after 
it is due. Lumping all these claims, it is 
within bounds to say that nine-tenths of 
them are fraudulent and impudent, inspired 
by claim-agents and lobbyists, who, seeing 
that the Mexican claim business is flourish- 
ing, and that conciliation at any ex- 
pense is the order of the day, ex- 
pect to carry their claims through 
with a rush and a halloo. If the people of 
the North consent to the payment of these 
audacious demands without a protest, it is 
only a questign of time how soon they will 
be called upon to pay the whole Rebel debt, 
including the cotton tax and the cost of the 
emancipated slaves. This may seem wild to 
our readers, but it would have seemed equal- 
ly wild to them if they had been told in 1868 
that in 1878 over $100,000,000 would have 
been demanded by the South for pretended 
damages, with a fair prospect of payment. 
If this is the price the North must pay for 
reconciliation with the South, then let it be 
accompanied by legislation affirming that 
there was no Rebellion at all, and that the 
North entered into an unholy, malicious, and 
unprovoked crusade against the South for 
the purpose of plunder and spoil. 


ABOLITION OF NATIONAL-BANK NOTES. 

We gave a statement a few days ago of a 
bill pending in the House of Representatives 
having for its purpose the repeal of so much 
of the Banking law as authorizes the issue 
of notes to the National Banks for circula- 
tion as money. The bill provides for the 
issue of $325,000,000 of Treasury notes sim- 
ilar in general appearance to the greenbacks, 
but not legal-tender; these Treasury notes 
are to be substituted by the Treasury for 
bank notes, and the bank notes are to be re- 
deemed by the banks with greenbacks. The 
amount of Treasury notes to be issued is to 
be equal to that of the bank notes outstand- 
ing. With the greenbacks received by the 
Treasury in redemption of the bank notes 
the Treasury is to purchase outstanding 6 and 
5 per cent bonds. The ury notes are to 
have the same legal-tender character as the 
bank notes now have, and be receivable in 
payment of debts due to the Government, 
and payable for debts due by the Govern- 
ment. We explained that these Treasury 
notes could be exchanged at any time at the 
Treasury for greenbacks, and that the $50,- 
000,000 of greenbacks authorized by law 
over the amount now in circulation would 
be held as a redemption fund to redeem the 
Treasury notes. Practically, the whole 
amount of greenbacks and Treasury notes 
would be just the same as that of the pres- 
ent greenbacks and bank notes ; the change 
would not, therefore, produce either infla- 
tion or contraction of the currency. The 
bill is inspired doubtless by the wide-spread 
and deep-seated popular feeling against the 
National Banks, who, it is supposed, make 
immense profits from the issue of bank 
notes. 

It is claimed for the bill that the Treas- 
ury notes, being redeemable in greenbacks, 
are as a currepcy just as valuable to the 
public’as are the bank notes, and, being re- 
ceivable by law in every case where a bank 
note is receivable, there will be no possible 
difference made by substituting the one form 
of paper for the other. The Government 
will lose the $3,000,000 of taxes it now col- 
lects on bank circulation, but, it is claimed, 
will save the interest on $320,000,000 of 
bonds purchased with the greenbacks re- 
ceived from the banks in redemption of their 
notes. This saving is put down at about 
$17,000,000 a year. It is now, we are in- 
formed, under consideration by the Banking 
and Currency Committee to so provide in 
the bill that any bank may voluntarily sur- 
render’ its circulation, and in that case 
such bank shall be released from 
the national taxes on its capital 
stock and deposits as well as on its 
circulation. It is alleged on the one 
hand that thebanks make excessive profits 
on their circulation and on the bonds de- 
posited by them as security. The withdrawal. 
from the banks of their circulation will 
necessarily cause them to part with their 
bonds, and, having neither bonds nor note cir- 


| culation, the taxes levied thereon should cease 


with them. It is possible—if it be true, as 
stated by the banks, that the circulation is 
not a source of profit—that the banks them- 
selves will gladly surrender an unprofitable 
note circulation if they can thereby be re- 
leased from the heavy national taxes which 
are so oppressive on the institutions. The 
banks now pay a tax to the National Govern- 
ment on circulation, deposits, and stock, of 
about $7,000,000 a year. If these taxes be 
repealed, and the bank notes abolished, and 
the bonds sold, then the banks, 
using the greenbacks, Treasury notes, 
and coin in their business, and not being 
compelled to lock up any portion of their 
means in reserves, will save $7,000,000a 
year now paid for national taxes. The Gov- 
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bonds with the $320,000,000 of greenbacks 
received from the banks in redemption of 
their currency, would save the interest there- 
on, or about $17,000,000 a year. A clearer 
case of mutual benefit and advantage, all the 
premises being undisputed, it will be difficult 
to bring about. The net saving of $10,- 
000,000 a year by the Government would of 
itself make a handsome sinking fund for the 
purchase of the national debt. 

We do not know what the chances of this 
bill may be, except that in the present tem- 
per of the people we have no doubt it will 
meet a very hearty popular approval. The 
action of the National Banks generally 
during the controversy on the Silver bill has 
largely intensified the antagonism of the 
country against them. If the banks can 
not successfully stem the torrent that 
threatens their wholesale abolition, it may 
be that the scheme to take from them their 
circulation and reduce them to mere banks 
of deposit, but which at the same time re- 
| leases them from their present onerous Fed- 
eral taxation, will be about as wise a measure 
as the banks can hope for.

M’GARRAHAN REDIVIVUS. 

About the only service that CaorPENNING 
and MoGarranan have done the State is to 
furnish additional evidence of the truth of 
the two maxims that history repeats itself, 
and that claims against the Government 
never die. The American people have had 
so many proofs of bath these facts that these 
gentlenien and their experiences could well 
have been spared. But MoGarranan has 
turned up again, as determined and persist- 
ent as ever, though his claim dates back 
full thirty years, and an ordinary physique 
would have long since succumbed to the 
rough handling he has had. What McGan- 
RAHAN wants, and has wanted all along, isa 
title to someland in Lower California which 
includes a valuable quicksilver mine. He 
claims that he received his patent originally 
from the Mexican Government as far back 
as 1848, but that the papers were destroyed 
during the occupation of Mexican territory 
by the United States army. He then 
secured a recognition of his rights by the 
United States Government after going 
through the hands of the Land Commission- 
ers, the United States Courts of California, 
and the Supreme Court of the United States, 
But some years later, in 1862, the Supreme 
Court reversed the former decision, and Mc- 
GARRAHAN was again in trouble. But Mo- 
GABRAHAN contends that Cates Sarra, then 
Land Commissioner, held that the District 
Court decision was final, and directed a 
patent to be issued to McGarranan, and 
that Usuer, then Secretary of the Interior, 
confirmed this decision. The patent which 
MoGarrauan holds purports to be signed 
by Annan Lincoxn, President, and coun- 
tersigned by W. O. Stopparp, who was then 


Secretary for signing patents. 

The case now comes yor the public 
through an investigation fmade by the Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate. The ev- 
idence is furnished by the New Idria Com- 
pany, which contests the ownership of the 
quicksilver mine, and consists mainly of let- 
ters written by McGarranan himself, ex- 
tending over a period of about twenty years, 
to one Frep Franx, who was the Secretary of 
the ‘‘ Panoche Grand Quicksilver Mining Com- 
pany,” a corporation organized by MoGar- 
RAHAN to sustain his claim. These letters 
and the books of the Company are said 
to reveal the fact that MoGAnnAHAN success- 
fully intrigued to control the appointment of 
United States Judges and District-Attorneys 
in his own interest, and that he bribed Con- 
gressmen, Cabinet oflicers, and others high 
in authority with stock in said Company, 
much after the manner in which Oakes Ames 
placed Credit-Mobilier stock ‘‘ where it would 
do most good.” The names of these Con- 
gressmen and public officials have been given 
in the news columns, but we shall not repeat 
them until seme further and more authentic 
account of the investigation shall be made 
public. It appears also that Sropparp, one 
of Lincoun’s Secretaries, was using his posi- 
tion and the early information he acquired 
through it to speculate in connection with a 
Wall street broker; and there is evidence to 
the effect that the patent bearing LIN cOLx's 
name is a forgery, though McGarranan 
maintains that he can prove it to be genuine. 

This is the case as made out against Mc- 
GaRRaHAN by the persons interested in the 
New Idria Company. But McGarranan 
comes up smiling, and, while he admits the 
authenticity of his correspondence with 
Frank, says that the letters have been gar- 
bled and their sense ‘perverted in the publi- 
cation thereof, and denies the correctness of 
the list of Congressmen and officials said to 
have been stoekholders in the Panoche 
Grand Quicksilver Mining Company.” He 
inferentially admits that he used stock to 
help along his operations, but claims that 
the New Idria people were at thegame time 
distributing money freely, which gave them 
a decided advantage over him, inasmuch as 
cash is generally more available material for 
bribing purposes than stock which has an un- 
determined value. McGarrauan, of course, will 
have an opportunity to talk back, but Lis 
ambition seems to be merely to make the 
other party as black as they have made him. 
In fact, it is another Government scandal, 
embracing, as all these scandals do, poli- 
ticians of both parties, and leaving another 
stain upon the political history of the coun- 
try. The only hope is that all these scan- 
dals will be exhausted, and that all the men 
corruptly implicated will be exposed, as a 
warning to public men that a betrayal of 


HOW THE SILVER BILL PRODUCES RUIN 

The country absolutely refuses to sink 
into general ruin, notwithstanding the Silver 
bill has been nearly two weeks a law. The 
gold that was in the country before the pas- 
sage of the bill has not only remained here, 
but has received additions, and this notwith- 
standing all Europe, horror-stricken with 
the bad faith and dishonesty of the United 
States in remonetizing silver, has been send- 
ing home American bonds to be sold; and. 
notwithstanding these immense sales of 
bonds thrown by disgusted holders on the 
market, the price of the bonds has risen 
and the price of gold has fallen. Green- 
backs which, under the Resumption law, 
are to be redeemed in silver, are now worth 
over 99 cents on the dollar in gold. 

The ruin of the country is retarded if not 
prevented by another cifsumstance. The 
fiscal year of the United States begins July 
1. During the seven months ending Jan. 
31, 1878, there were exported of domestic 
products of the United States to the value 
of $413,836,881. The values of the imports 
and exports in those months compare as fol- 
lows :

It will be seen that for the first seven 


months of the year the excess of our sales 
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trust is sure to be discovered sooner or later. 4 
| United States, over and above the total value 


over our purchases amounts to $140,522,- 
070. That represents the equivalent of so 
much gold placed to our credit in Europe 
during those seven months. During the 
month of February the excess of imports 
was nearly $15,000,000, making for the eight 
months about 6188, 000, 000. During the 
twelve months ending June, 1877, the excess 
of our exports over imports amounted to 
$153,000,000. For 1876 there was also a 
large surplus. Itis possible that the total 
surplus for the year ending June 30, 1878, 
may reach $175,000,000. This balance is 
available for any purpose for which we may 
have to segd gold to Europe. Mr. Dav A. 
Wettis, in the International Review for 
March, speaking of the surplus of $153,000,- 
000 in 187677, states that there are but four 
objects for which such a balance could have 
been used in that year: (1) For the payment 
of interest, $60,000,000 to $70,000,000; (2) for 
freights paid to foreign vessels, $35,000,000 ; 
(3) for expenditures for Americans in foreign 
countries, $30,000,000; (4) for return of 
bonds and payments of foreign indebted- 
neess, $15,000,000 to $20,000,000. These 
estimates are rather extravagant. The same 
writer estimates that the amount of the na- 
tional bonds now held in Europe is from 425 
to 450 millions. The allowance of $70,000,- 
000 a year for interest must allow and in- 
clude $40,000,000 for interest on railroad 
and local indebtedness, in addition to the 
interest on the national bonds. Prior to 
1876 we remitted to Europe in payment of 
the balance adverse to this country an 
equal sum of bonds and other forms of debt. 
It is probable that during the last three 
‘years these bonds and debts have been sent 
back to this country to a much larger extent 
than is stated by Mr. Wetus. At all events, 
the balance is a fact, and, no matter how 
applied, reduces our debt and the interest 
payments abroad. 

The New York Tribune insists that open 
sales of bonds in New York average $5,000,- 
000 a week, while other sales swell the ag- 
gregate to $10,000,000 a week. Feeling that 
the country ought to be miserable, and un- 
happy, and frightened, becaugp of the Silver 
bill, the Tribune asserts that $10,000,000 a 
week is more than the present net earnings 
of the cogntry, and that if sales of bonds 
at this rate continue they will not only ab- 
sorb all the savings of the country. but drain 
away its capital very rapidly. The business 
of the country cannot stand such a drain.” 

Notwithstanding this drain on the sav- 
ings and capital” at the rate of ten million 
of dollars a week, the value of the bonds 
rises with the number offered for sale, and 
the price of gold, which, according to that 
paper, ought to be on its way out of the dis- 
honored, silver-cursed country, has fallen, 
and gold itself is accumulating, and yester- 
day sold for less than 101 in greenbacks. That 
is the way the country has been ruined by 
the Silver bill! 


THE HALIFAX FISHERIES AWARD. 

Ex-Secretary Fisn, in an interview with a 
reporter, told how a Belgian came to be 
appointed umpire of the Fisheries Commis- 
sion at Halifax. The unfairness of selecting 
a native of Belgium for this position was 
admitted by the representatives of the Brit- 
ish Government®, The Marquis of Rox, 
the British Commissioner, said in conversa- 
tion with a member of the American Gov- 
ernment: ‘‘ We don’t want to suggest Mr. 
Der.rossz, for we suppose you will raise 
against him the objection that he represents 
a Government supposed to be under\the 
British influence. In spite of this warning, 


the British Government afterwards did press 


the appointment of De.rossz, and Mr. Fran, 
in a fit of foolish magnanimity, consented to 
it. The price of his blunder was the 
$5,500,000 award. He now expresses amaze- 
ment at the result, but it is difficult to 
understand how he could have looked for 
any other. He might as well have named 
Lord Durrerin or any other British subject 
as the umpire. Indeed, the appointment of 
a Belgian was worse than that of an English- 
man would have been. A plain advantage in 
numbers might have compelled a just ver- 
dict from a sense of decency and fairness, 
whereas a pretense of impartiality was an 
excellent cover for extortion. Except in 


name, the Belgian umpire was an English- | 


man. Belgium exists as an independent 
nation under the guarantee of Great Britain. 


' Gratitude, sympathy, and self-interest bind 


the two countries together. 

A few considerations will suffice to show 
that the award was grossly unjust. It is 
supposed to represent only the value of the 
mackerel caught by United States fishermen 
in Canadian waters during twelve years. 
Evidence produced before the Commission, 
and admitted by both sides, established the 
fact that cod and halibut are caught without 
the three-mile limit, and are not subject to 
the terms of the treaty. The whole mack- 
erel catch brought into our ports by United 
States vessels and sold in our markets has 
not averaged more than $75,000 per annum 
for the last six years. But the Commission 
estimated the value of this catch for twelve 
years at $5,500,000. The United States are 
consequently called upon to pay $458,333 
per annum for the privilege of catching 
$75,000 worth of fish. There is another 
point. Our Government has, by the terms 
of the Treaty of Washington, given to Can- 
ada the privilege of sending fish and fish-oils 
into the United States duty-free, the conces- 
sion being distinctly made as compensation 
for the benefits enjoyed by Ameri- 
can fishermen in Canadian waters. The 
loss to our revenue in consequence 
of this remission of duties was $181,778 in 
1873; $179,386 in 1874; $155,076 in 1875; 
and $153,076 in 1876. The net loss to the 


of the mackerel caught,—not the profits of 
the catch, it will be observed,—was about 
$100,000 per annum; and the value of the 
catch was constantly decreasing, while the 
loss of revenue showed no considerable 
abatement after 1875. 


The award being thus unfair, and obtained 
only through the favoritism of the Belgian 
umpire, it becomes a serious question 
whether the United States Government can 
honorably avoid the payment of it. The 
treaty does not provide for a verdict by a 
majority, and itis held that the dissent of 
the American member of the Commission 
invali dates its decision. The article of the 
Treaty of Washington providing for the 
Geneva award expressly stipulated that a 
majority of the Commission should rule. 
The failure to make a vimilar provision with 
reference to the Halifax award indicates that 
it was not intended to give the same power 
to a majority in this instance. Some oppo- 
nents of this view have argued: If it was 
not intended that a majority should rule, 
why refer the matter to a Board 
of Arbitration composed of an odd 
number? It may be asked with as great 
force, Why have an American member of the 
Commission at all if his vote was not to be 
counted? Why not refer the dispute to an 
umpire alone? There are several precedents 
for the rule requiring a unanimous award, 


in the article of the treaty providing for this 
Commission, while three other articles of 
the same treaty contained it, is sufficient 
evidence that a majority verdict was not con- 
templated, Thisis especially likely to be 
true, since the whole object cf the treaty 
was to promote good feeling between the 
two countries. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Bram, calling for the correspondence 
relating to the award, was adopted by the 
Senate yesterday. This action indicates a 
disposition to overhaul the facts and ascer- 
tain by what means the verdict was ob- 
tained. If the Government goes back of 
the verdict, it may be disposed to set it aside 
altogether. Mr. Bramm expressed his own 
desire that some such result should be 
reached, claimiffg* thet the award was 
excessive and obtained by unfair means, and 
that it ought not to be paid. We agree with 
him in this position for the reasons given 
above. The more the award is examined the 
more unjust it appears. At the most, it only 
settles the dispute for twelve years, half of 
which period has already expired. The prec- 
edent established by the payment of it 
would lay the basis fora similar demand 
every ten years. It would be cheaper to 
annex Canada at once, and thus escape the 
drain upon the Treasury of the United States 
which the statesmen of that country seem 


to contemplate.

TM Republicans, at their State Convention, 
reaffirmed the Clucinuati platform; condemned 
the attempts of the Democratic House to 
destroy the Resumption act; disapproved and 
denounced the movement to remouictize silver, 
and called for a veto should a Silver bill pass; 
opposed subsidies and land grants; approved 
without qualification the Administration be- 
cause of its unchallenged purity, economy, and 
efficiency, and its financial measures; and con- 
demned as factious and mischievous all efforts 
to reopen the Presidential controversy, or to 
question the President's title. On the question 
of Mr. Hargs’ policy, the expression of the 
Convention was as follows: 

We recogniz® the paramount duty of President 
Haves to render these high and solemn professions 
(of the Cincinnati platform) actual and living 
realities; and while we admit an honest aifference 
of opinion in respect to bis past acts, we wela@pme 
and approve his patriotic and sincere efforts to 
keep faith with the people, and secure to the 


whole country the bigssings of a just, efficient, and 
honest Republican Nationa] Administration. 


At the meeting of the State Committee on 
the eve of the Convention, Senator Patrerson 
indorsed the President, though he doubted the 
advisability of bringing the matter into the 
Convention. Mr. CHANDLER attacked the Pres- 
ident’s policy bitterly, and was called “a polit- 
ical tramp”? by ex-Naval Officer Tuck, and 
finally Mr. CHANDLER was squelched, his reso- 
lution declaring it “right and expedient at this 
time frankly to declare disapproval of the utter- 
ances and acts of the Administration ot Presi- 
dent Hayes” in the matters of the South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana Governments, Southern 
appointments, etc., being disapproved by a 
decided majority of the Committee.

A year ago the Republicans elected Mr. Pres- 
cor by 4,034, the vote standing 40,755 to 36,721, 
there being 397 scattering votes. In 1876, 
Hayes bad 41,539 votes and Torx 38,509; 
Republican majority, 3,030; while at the March 
election CHENEY, Republican, was elected Gov- 
ernor by 3,628, receiving 41,761 votes to Marcy’s 
38,138, KENDALL, the perpetual candidate of 
the Prohibition party, obtaining 425. The Re- 
publicans have now four of the five Councillors, 
224 of the 379 members of the House, and eight 
of the twelve Senators,—a majority on joint bal- 
lot of 73. 

The campaign that closed last night was the 
quietest on record. There has been not a little 
soreness felt among the rank and file ot the Re- 
publicans on the subject of the rresident’s 
policy; indeed, it was thought advisable not to 
import Mr. GARFIELD to defend it and reply to 
the letters of WiLLiaM E. CHANDLER. The 
defeat of Simmons for the Boston Collectorship 
has also aggrieved a certain wing of the party, 
and the dissatisfaction has found its vent in the 
letter of a leading member of the party, Mr, E. 
B. S. Sax BORN, of Franklin, broadly hinting 
that there is no particular reason why Repub- 
licans should labor for a victory, and suggesting 
that they will do well to follow the President's 
advice, and vote for the most worthy nominee 
without regard to the ticket on which he hap- 
pens to be placed. Mr. C. A. SuLLoway, au- 
other prominent Republican, bas written a still 
more bitter letter, asking in conclusion if New 
Hampshire Republicans will show by their votes 
that they are in sympathy with an Administra- 
tion that welcomes Rebels and snubs tried and 
true Radicals. With apathy in some quarters 
and open eumity in others, the chances of the 
Republican can Jidates should not be regarded 
with too great confidence. The estimate of the 
managers is a vote less than that of 1876 by 10 
per cent, and a small majority for Prescott, 
with the Council, Senate, and House still re- 
tained by the Republicans, but by compara- 
tively narrow majorities. It ts conceded that 
the Democrats will gain the control of a couple 
of counties now Republican. The Demo- 
crate, on the other hand, expect to secure the 
Legislature and to throw the election thereinto, 
if they cannot elect McKzan by the popular 


vote. If they secure the Legislature, thev will |

MR. RUSSLING’S ARGUMENT. 

Following is the argument of Mr. Russling 
before the Committee: 

I had the honor to appear before you on last 
— in behalf of the producers and dealers in 
ive-stock that is transported by rail from the 
West to the great cities of the seaboard. I then 
stated, and I propose now, with your leave, to 
sbow that we are entitled to some legislative ac- 
tion on the part of Congress to protect us from the 
exorbitant ve we are forced to pay for the 
transportation of our stock, and also to secure the 
delivery of our animals at the point of destigation 
in a sound, healthy condition, and as is a y 
necessary in order to keep them fit for the food of 
men. The grounas upon which we base our claim 
to specific legislation in behalf of our personal in- 
terests are as follo 1. The fact that cattle, 
sheep, hogs, and, indeed, all live stock that is 
used for food that are loaded in railroad cars 
at St. Louis, and Pittsbarg, and 
all other in the Far t, 
are bavitually carried through to New York and 
other tide-water cities without being once un- 
loaded, except possibly at two stock-yaras owned 
by the men who control the transportation of the 
product, and without being properly fed or wa- 
tered, and that they are therefore not in proper 
condition to make healthful food for the thousands 
of people who depend on them alone for meat. 

2. The fact that, by reason of a combination of 
railroad interests and the interests of stock-yard 
men atthe great shipping-points, the interests I 
represent are discriminated against, and the pro- 
ducer of stock is 


CHARGED TWICE AS MUCH 

for transportation as is charged for the carrying of 
~ other staple articie to the East. 

sto my first proposition, it may be said that 
there is now. a statute that requires all railroads 
carry live-stock to upload them in prepared yards, 
where they shail be plentifully supplied with good 
food and water, and given five consecutive 
hours’ rest each day. Thisis undoubtedly true. 
But this law is so detective that the persons inter- 
ested in the rapid transportation of cattle may (and 
do) disregard it without the slightest danger of be- 
ing prosecuted. 

As to my second proposition: I have said that 
the dealer in live-stock is forced to pay twice as 
much for the transportation of his goods as is paid 
for the transportation of any other farm product, 
and that this double charge is due solely to the fact 
that certain intluential and powerful railroad men 
have combined with the owners of stock-yards at 
important points for the express purpose of cou- 
troling the transportation of cattle and maintaining 
the highest price for traneportation that can be de- 
manded without breaking down the trade. 

The Eartern market is supplied with all the vari- 
ous farm products from all sections of tue country, 
North, South and West. Commencing with the 
farms that lie next to the corporate lines of the 
great cities, which send to the market the products 
of the garden, the orchard, the more valuable and 
carefully raised grains, and the better-prepared 


products of the dairy. you must move 
out into the. country for the greater supply 
nd the heavier products, until you reach 


he greut grase plains of the far West, from which 

the heavy beef caitie and the myriad of sheep and 
hogs that sustain the bone and the muscle of the 
mass of our Eastern population must be shipped 
over hundreds of miles of railroad. It is plain, 
then, to anv one that thelighter and less important 
supplies for the wealthyTome to the markets of 
our cities by all of the roads, rivers, canals, and 
railways that approach a great city, but that these 
means of transportation drop off one by une as dis- 
tance increases and the balk of the article increas- 
es, until, when we reach the foud of the million, 
our Eastern cities must depend absolutely on the 
four trunk railroads that pass the mountains and 
—— the cheap meat - producing region in the 

ississippi Valley. 

It is therefore not only possible for these roade 
to exercise 4 very great influence on this trade. as 
they can. of course, on the trade in all other 
products taat move fromthe East to the West or 
back from the West to the East again. but they 
have a much greater power over it; for, whilst 
there are, as I have said, hundreds of transpor- 
tion ways open to the great majority of farm 
products, there are but four ways open toAhe 
meat trade that must come fromthe far Weat. 
‘These roads, when unitea, have practically no 
competition. for they alone reaca out and take the 
cattie off of the cheap pasture lands and set them 
down in the Eastern markets. But if not united. 
tune competition between these four roads would 
certainly reduce the cost of this transportation to 
a proper figure. In order to destroy this competi- 
tion and keep up high rates of transportation, it 
Was Ouly necessary for the roads, or a majority 


of them, to agree upon a rate of trans 
portation. Accordingly. the railroad officials 
and the owners of the stock-yards, 


from which the farmer and drover of the West 
cuu alone ship cattle Kast, have placea the power 
to control this trade in the hands of setect men 
called eveners. We have then the railroads, 
the great stock-yards, and the eveners, who 
are parties to an agreement that robs the producer 

the consumer of meat by maintaining the cost 
of ite transportation at twice the cost on any other 
articie. It is done in this way: The railroads 
agree, first, to charge $115 per car on all tive stock 
shipped from Chicazo or St. Louis to New York, 
and this is paid, of course, by the owner of the 
stock; second, the railroads agree to pay to the 
*-eveners 815 for each car of stock shipped from 
any point West to New York, and this without 
regard to whether the stock is shipped from the 
yards of the men belonging to the Association or 
not: third, the net sum received by the roads 
pelonging to the Association (i. e., $100 per car) 
is pooled, and the sum total is divided between 
the roads without any reference to the number of 
cars actually trunsported by cach. 

ENORMOUS PICKINGS. 

The men who belongto this Association make 
annually the sum of $1, 000,000 on the $15 per car 
that is cnarged over and above the $100 that is re- 
tained by the railroad companies. In addition to 
this they receive $1,000,000 on the hay and grain 
given to the stock more than ee: are justly enti 
tled to, and, in addition to this, they have a clean 
profit, over ail legit®@Mmate cost, of $500,000 per 
year for yardage. The simple truth is, that this 
charge of $2,500,000 per year that the cattle trade 
must pay is downright robbery, for it is not de- 
manded by the cost of transportation, but forced 
frum the trade by the men who have the power to 
inflict a greater loss on'the dealer who refuses to 
pay his proportion of this tribute to the men who, 
like the Roober Barons of old, hold the narrow 
passes through which this commerce must pass or 
die. 

There is only one way to dislodge these men; to 
prevent in the future the unjust discriminatwn 
aguinst particular industries or special sections, 
and Jet the broad tide of commerce from all sec- 
tions of the Union flow freely from West to East 
and back again. and that is by the passage of a bil! 
em bracing the provisions of House Bills No. 2. 206 
and No. 2,346, together with the amendments that 
I have the honor to offer. This will not only free 
thie trade frum the feudai tribute of $2,500,000 
per year, but it will reduce the railroad charges 
from $100 per car to not more than $70 per car. 
that being the average charee on al! other prod- 
uce, and conscquentiy a sufficient charge for car- 
rying any freigùhted car from St. Louis or Chicago 
to New York. 

This saving won'd amount to at least $2,000, 000 
per year, and make this bill save to the producer 
of foud—the Mau who of all men is first entitled 
to the protection of tne law the enormous sum of 
$4,500 000 per year ua the cattle shipped to New 
York City alone. 

ORJECTIONS. 

On the 11th of last February there appeared be- 
fore this Committee John C. Depue, Eaq., repre- 
senting the New York Central Raiiroad Company 
and tbe stock · yard monopoly on the line of said rail- 
road. and Samuel W. Allerton, of Chicago, who 
represents larger stock-yard interests than any 
than in the United States, with, vernaps, the ex- 
ception of some of the gent emen who accom- 
panied him. Mr. Depue said that he was opposed 
to the Butler bill becafise it compels the use of 
the palace car. and he further said that the ob- 
ject of the provision in the existing statute reia- 
tive to nnioading was this: That, masmuch as 
unloading every twenty-four hours would make 
two days’ difference in the time between the Cities 
of St. Louis and New York, aul bythe use of 
there palace care the animals conld be shipped 
through without unloading. there would thus be 
made a great difference in favor of the patent cars. 
Thus, the competition being great between the 
shippers. of cattle and stock. if one man 
could get his shipments to its destination 
in advance of a competitorin the business, 
he would do so, and the consequence would be 
that the palace cars would be forced upon the 
railroads on account of their speed and quickness 
in reaching the markets. Of course, ond road 
would take advantage of another to secure the 
saving of this additional time, and finally all the 
railroads would have to run these cars over its 
tracks in order to get the patronage of stock-ship- 
pers, because it is to the advantage of all shippers 
to get the shipment to the East as soon as pos- 

” 


ble. 

"Bet the bill ich I have the honor to submit to 
the Commiittce does not compe! the ase of the pal- 
ace car. If they are of no practical use, no one 
will desire them: if they prove to be of practical 
use. the producer and stock-shipper will demand 
their use, and the railroads will of course comply 
with theirdemand. If the bill does not impose 
palace cars on the public without their consent, — 
and it certainly does not, —who is injured by them? 
If inventive genius bas or can devise a car that will 
revent suffering, secure good meat food, break 
own the stock-yard monopoly, aud save 500 per 
cent in cost of feed, why snould unfriendly legis- 
jation prevent its being used? As this bill pro- 
poses to 

INCREASE THE NUMBER OF STOCK-YARDS, 
you might properly ask why, ff the stock-yards 
make so much money, the gent emen who ap- 
peared before the Committee are opposed to hav- 
mg the number increased. My answer 1s, that 
these genticmen do not own or control the inter- 
mediate yards, and said yards being in a dilapi- 
dated condition, without pavements or sheds, and 
the bili requiring both, would entail expense. and 
they think 300 per cent profitatone place is better 
than 150 per cent in two places, with the ad- 
ditiona! outlay taat would be required for repairs. 
I will now endeavor to show ‘the true inwardness 
of the whole controversy, and would especially 
ask the attention of the gentiemen of the Commit- 
tee who represent the cattle-producing States.

The facts stated in a memorial now before you as 
to the crucity practiced towards life-stock docs 
not overstate the case, and whatis said therein by 
the eminent sanitarians wh sign the same as to 
_ condition of the meat ‘or food is only too true. 

ood, healthful meat canuot be had from animals 
that are subjected to the hardships put upon them 
by the railroad and stock-yard men. And the oniy 
way to remecay this crying shame and to secure 
meat food. such as is tit for civilized people, is, I 
respectfully submit, by the passage of House Bill 
No. 2, 206. 


THE BILL. 
The following is the amended text of the bill 
to which Mr. Russling’s arrument was directed: 
Be it énacted by the Senate and House of apne. 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That for the purpose of correct- 
ing errors in the act entitled Au act to ravise 
and consolidate the statutes of the United States in 
forces Dec. 1, A. D. 1873.“ the following ameod- 
ments are hereby made therein; which amend- 
ments shall take effect July 1, A. D. 1878: 
Sec. 4,386 is amended oy striking out the whole 
section and inserting the following: 


Sec. 4,386. No railroad company within 
the United States whose road forms any 
part of a line of road over which 


cattle, sheep, swine, or other animals are conveyed 
from one State to another, or the owners or 
masters of stcam, sailing, or other vessels carry- 
ing. or transporting cattic, sneep, swine. or other 
animals from one State to anotvoer, shall confine 
the same in vehicles, railroad-cars, boats, or ves- 
sels of and description for a longer period than 
twenty-four consecutive hours without unloading 
the same for rest, water, and feeding, for a period 
of at lenst seven consecutive hours, unless pre- 
vented from so unloading by storm or other acci- 
dental causes at the pointof unloading; or shall 
carry, or cause or permit to be carried, ench 
animals in a crue) or inhuman manner 
by overcrowding the same. lu  estimatin 
uch confinement. the time during whic 
the apimals have been confined without such rest 
on connecting roads or lines of transportation 
from which they are ee be included: it 
being the intent of this sectf)n to prohibit their 
continuous cunfinement beyond the period of 
twenty-four hours, except upon contingencies 
hereinbefore stated. 

Sec. 4,387 is amended by striking out the 
whole section and inserting the following: 

** Sec, 4,287. Animals so unloaded shall ve put 
into dry, covered pens protected from the sun and 
storm, and shall be provided with an abundance 
of good sound food, and properly watered 
during such rest by the owner or per- 
son heaving the custody thereof, ocr, in 
care of his default in so doing, then “by 
the railroad company, or persons operating any 
railroad, or owners or masters of the vehicles, or 
boats, or vessels transporting the same. at the ex- 
pense of the owner or person in custody thereof, 
at such rates as shall not be unreasonable, oppress- 
ive, or discriminating; and such company or per- 
sous Operating the said railroad, owners, or mas- 
ters, shal],in such case, have a lien upon such ani- 
mals fur food, care, and custody furnished, and 
shall not be liable for any detention of such ani- 
mais for such purposes. 

Sec. 4, 388 is amended by striking out the whole 
section aud inserting the following: 

** Sec. 4, 383. Any company or persons operating 
any railroad, or owner or custodian of, or person 
having contro! over such animals, whose duty it 
may be to perform any of the duties mentioned in 
either of the two preceding sections, who shall 
knowingly fail to comply with any of the provis- 
ions thereof, or who shall violate any such provis- 
ion, shall be guilty of a misdemeanvr, and, upon 
conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not — 
than 3100 nor more than $500. or dy 
imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by both fine and imprisonment. But when ani- 
mals shall be carried in vehicles, railroad cars. 
boats. or other vessels, in which they are not over- 
crowded, and in waich they can and do have (daily) 
an abundance of proper food avd water, the pro- 
— * iu regard to their being unloaded shall not 
a y.” 

"ded. 4, 389 is amended by striking out the whole 
section and inserting the following: 

Sr. 4,589. It shall de the duty of all United 
States District Attorneys to prosecute all violations 
of this section and the three preceding sections, 
and the next sections which shall be brought to their 
notice or knowledge by any person of the Unfted 
States making the complaint, and the same shall 
be heard before any Circuit Court within the 
United States, or any District Court holden within 
the district in which the violation of this act has 
been committed, or the person or corporation re- 
sides or carries on, or has his or its place of busi- 
ness. And it shall be the duty of all United States 
Marshals, their deputies or subordinates, to make 
arrests and bring before any magistrate having 
jurisciction offenders found violating any provis- 
ions of said sections. And said marshals of any 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
may ride at their own risk of personal injury in or 
upon auy vehicle, railroad car, boat, or vessel of 
any description in which animals are transported, 
upon paying the legal rates of fare entitled to be 
charged upon vebicies, railroad-cars, or vessels in- 
tended fur the truusportation of passengers, and 
said officer or agent shall also have the right to be 
present at the loading or unloading upon and off 
any vehicle, railroad-car, bout, or vessel in which 
animals are transported, and examine the condi- 
tion of such animals; und said agent or officer may 
make complaint under oath or affirmation of any 
or all violations within his knowledge. arid the 
names of offenders. to said Marshals; their depu- 
ties, Or subordinates, who shall thereupon pro- 
ceed in the maunerprovided in this section. 

Sec. 4,300 is ameaded by striking out the whole 
section and inserting the following: 

Sec. 4. 300. Any person or corporation entitiea 
to a lien under Sec. 4. 387 may enforce the same by a 
petition filed in the District Conrt holden within 
the district where the food, care. and custody 
have beeu furnished or the owner or cueto- 
dian of the property resides; and the Court shall 
have power to issue all suitable process 
for the enforcement of such lien, by sale or 
otherwise, and to compel the payment of all costs, 
penalties, charges, and expenses of proceedings 
under tae provisions of this and the four pieced- 
ing sections. Tae word State in such sections 
shall be held to include the Territories of the 
United States and the District of Columbia.

THE INDIAN S. 


Disgust of Gen. Miles and His Command 
upon Receipt of the Order Countermand- 
ing the Expedition—A Lame Campaign 
Apprehended. a 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mies Crrr, M. T., Feb. 28.—Gen. Miles had 
just completed arrangements for an expedition 
north of the Missouri when a countermanding 
order was received, and the chief of Indian- 
fighters again balked. This is the second time 
this winter that Miles has been obliged to pull 
in his military horn. Terry and Sberidan are 
still running this department, ana the insolence 
of majorities in this country is not confined to 
political parties. This expedition would have 
been the strongest Miles ever had in his Indian 
warfare experience, numbering 700 fighting men. 

It was well equipped for field duty. The best 
information locates a thousand lodges in the 

Milk River country and the trading-post of Fort 

Belknap liable to be licked up at any moment. 

Gen. Miles’ plan of campaign was a rendezvous 

near Fort Peck, meeting there the companies of 

the Eleventh Infantry and Second Cavalry from 

Fort Custer. and the 150 recruits for his own 

regiment. Tue recruits are marching on to Peck, 

unconscious of the orders that the expedition is 

a dead duck.”” They were coming to Keogh 

but orders at Buford changed their line of 

march. Now they will have to right-about, 
when they hear the news, and march to Keogh. 

By the 10th of March Miles intended to be in 

the heart of the hostile camp or region. He 

would have struck the enemy when their ponies 


were poor, o scarce, and their home 
in bad order for a mlt reception. 
Before another expedition can organized 


these conditions will have changed. The winter 
here has been a continual Indian summer, and 
the prospect of an early break-up in the Missou- 
ri exceedingly bright. An open river and spring 
rains will inconvenience military movements, 
forcing delays until the steamboats can come 
up and the mud dries up. Miles foresaw the 
difficulties of a spring campaign, and desired to 
anticipate them by locating his command in the 
Indian country during the good weather, the 
solid roads, and thick ice. The result of the 
suspension of the expedition at this time will be 
scep in the robes, food, and fat ponies that the 
hostiles will have in May and June. If there is 
a campaign, the probablities will indicate a lame 
one. We want the Sioux question settled, 
and we believe Miles can settle it if he has the 
command anda liberal exercise of his judgment. 
He is not a reckless soldier. He has more at 
stake than any one else in the Department. He 
will move more cautiously than the General of 
the Army would probably have him. He knows 
the chances, risks, and penalty of a defeat. 
Miles can’t understand these countermanding 
orders. It is his judgment to move, but un, 
fortunately be is only a Colonel. He is patient, 
however, and will await his hour of vindica- 
tion.

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FOREIGN BANKS AND BORROWERS. 
The discounts of the Bank of France on Jan. 17, 
1878, amounted to $136, 430,000, of which $77, - 
150.000 were negotiated at the branches in the 
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provinces. The total discounts made in 1876 were 
$504, 286, 080, and the average amount of each bill 
discounted was only $157. This fact shows how 
much more the Bank of France is used by people 
of small means than are the banks of this country. 
The Paris bilis discounted in 1876 averaged $190 
each, and the Provincial bills $114 each. More 
striking still is the fact that more than one-fourth 
of the loans were for sums iess than $20. The 
business of the Bank of Germany is much smaller 
than that of the Bank of France. The 
discounts at the head office, at the close 
of 1876, were $5,041,545, and $43, - 
390, 740 at the branches. The average 
amount of cach note was $520, and the average 
time was fifty-seven days. The Bank of Germany 
has 207 branches; the Bank of France seventy-six. 
The German system gives great facilities for the 
transfer of moncy from ene part of Germany to 
another, free of cost These facilities are of vast 
ervice in developing the business of the country, 
and have been greatly extended during the past 
year. 

DECREASE OF THE STOCK OF PRECIOUS METALS. 

The general idea that the stock ot the precious 
metals in the civilized world is increasing year by 
year is contradicted by the Bankers’ Magazine. A 
calculation is published showing that there was a 
decrease of $2,000,000 last year in the amount of 
gold and ilver on band. The entire produc- 
tion of gold for 1877 is estimated at 
5100, 000, 000 and of silver at $80. 000, 000. 
Against this total ef $180,000.000 must 
bo offset the exports of $115,000,000 of silver to 
India, an estimated loss in the arts and from abra- 
sion of coins of $42, 000, 000 of silver and $25, 000, - 
000 of gold, making altogether $182, 000,000, or 

2, 000, 000 more withdrawn from the stock of sil- 
ver and gold coin and bullion in the civilized world 
than was added by the mines. This unexpected 
and unrecognized decrease will be likely to affect 
the prices of commodities. The price of silver 
will also be more affected than it would otherwise 
be by the new demand following the remonetiza- 
tion of silver in this couatry. 

BANK DEFICIENCY. . 

At a meeting of the Directors of the Brewers’ & 
Grocers’ Bank of New York last week a deficiency 
of $13, 500 was stated to exist. The stockholders 
of the bank are to be summoned to vote whether 
they will make good the impairment of capital, or 
will reduce tne capital. 

CAPITAL OF THE BANK OF NORTH AMERICA. 

it is announced that the capital stock of the Bank 
of North America has been redaced from $1, 000, - 
Gu to 5700, 000 by lowering the par value of the 
eha:ce from $100 to $70, this being the only legal 
umuner in which this reduction could be accom. 
plished. 

TAXATION ON PAPER MONEY IN FRANCE. 

The Dank of France has to pay the Government 
n n of 14 per cent on its notes in circulation. 
‘the rate of discount is but little more than this, 
and when the notes are debited with their share of 
tie, Dank’s expenses, issuing them is found to be 
dene at a loss. The bank is retiring them as a 
measure of economy, and is forcing more metallic 
money into use. The people*tomplain very much 
of the inconvenience of metal in large amounts.

Already a very large proportion of the vast cattle 
trade of Chicago was derived from these very 
plains, and no one would dare to predict how great 
results the next ten years would witness. hey 
would have obstacles, perhaps serious ones, to en- 
counter, but this was to be a goldier’s colony. and 
the soldier knew no such word as fail.

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FIRES. 


ON THE ROAD. 5 

Yesterday morning about 2 o’clock the officers 
of the Westward-bound train on the Lake Shore 
Line discovered, when about two miles east of 
Edgerton, O., that one of the baggage and mai! 
cars, the third from the engine, was on fire. 
There was in the car some four tons of mail, 
but it was of the less valuable kinds. So much 
of the car as was used for mail was called a 
storage car,” in the language of the Railway 
Post-Office, and the matter in it was the paper 
mail,—that is, the weekly supply for the West, 
Northwest, and Padific Coast of several papers. 
Besides these, there were a large number of 
registered packages, consisting in this case of 
supplies of stamped-envelopes, stamps, wrap- 
pers, and postal-cards for different post-offices. 
The Postal Department was in charge of Alex- 
ander Granf, but neither he nor any of his assist- 
ants were in the car when it took fire, nor was 
it considered a railway mail gar, and therefore 
they had no control of it. It is said that some- 
body left on one of the desks a lighted candle, 
and the origin of the fire is supposed to be that 
this candle was jarred off upon the floor and 
there set tire to some loose paper. 

The forward part of the car was used for bag- 
gage, and in it were stored about thirty pleces 
of baggage in care of D. H. Perkins, who as- 
sumed charge of the car at Toledo. His first 
knowledge of the fire was that it burst through 
into his part of the car with such violence as to 
nearly blind him, and certainly to singe bis eve- 
brows. He pulled the beil-bord and stopped 
the train, which was then going about thirty- 
tive miles per hour. Ali the cars back of the 
one which was in flames were at once detached 
to prevent the flames from communicat- 
ting with them. It was at once determined to 
run the car to Edgerton, about two miles away, 
with the hope that it might be put under the 
water-tank stream in time to save some part of 
the coptents. On arriving at the station it was 
fnund that to reach the tank the burning car 
must pass a shed piled full of wood. The dan- 
ger of setting this on fire was great enough to 
deter the attempt to pass it, and the car was 
left to burn out. The onty articles saved were 
a sailor’s hammock and clothing, and parts of 
some silk dresses which seemed part of some 
theatrical wardrobe. There were extinguisbers 
on the train, but no attempt was made to use 
them. 

The loss, as far as the mails were concerned, 
was nota very great one, as far as intrinsic 
value was concerned. A large number of sub- 
scribers will grumble and blame the editors of 
the pavers, parts of whose editions were com- 
sumed, and many of them will write letters 
calculated to harrow up the souls of the pub- 
lishers, but the latter are tough and won’t mind 
it. The packages of stamps, etc., being still in 
the Government’s hands, had very littie value. 
The road loses a car, and more than a score of 
people are deprived of their baggage. Among 
them may be mentioned David Dows, of New 
York, a very large stockholder in tile — 
National Bank of this city; W. M. Scott and 
daughter, of Erie, whose loss is estimated at 
afigure as large as $5,000; J. H. Drake, a 
Chicago Board of Trade man; Mr. George Corn- 
wall, a New York cotton merchant, and daugh- 
ter, whose loss is placed as high as $1,000. 

It is expected that an investigation into the 
cause of the fise will be had, and it is announced 
that the candles must hereatter give way to 
lamps in the cars of the Lake-Shore Line. 

Svedial Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, March 11.—The Post-Office au- 
thorities in-this city think the mall burned in 
the Lake Snore baggage-car was that which left 
this city on Saturday 1 It was due at the 
time stated in the dispatch at the place 
where the accident occurred. The train 
carried mail matter from this city 
for all points west of Chicago to San Francisco. 
For the latter city it had two bags of letters 
and eleven of papers; for Omaha, three bags of 
miscellaneous matter; for Milwaukee, one 
bag of letters and three of papers; ana for Chi- 
cago one bag of letters and three of papers. Ihe 
whole mail dispatched from this city for Chicago 
and places west of it consisted of nineteen bags 
of letters aud eighty bags of papers, in addition 
to which there were on board the train at the 
time of the accident the various way-mails 
picked up along the route. Itis probable the 
Australian mail was also in the cars at the time 
of the fire.

IN JERSEY CITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 12—3 a. m.—A fire was dis- 
covered about midnight at No. 9 Provost street, 
Jersey City, one of five frame bouses that ex- 
tended from Morgan to Bay street, and were 
k nown as The Ship.“ The firemen had great 
difficulty in getting at the flames. Several 
streams were poured ipto the burning buildings, 
the flames by that time having fought their way 
through the roof into the rooms of the top 
story. Chief Engineer Coyle rang three alarms, 
bringinf& out nearly the entire department. 
The destruction makes nincty-cight families 
homeless. The buildings were owned by J. B. 
Bushman, who erected them sixteen years ago 
for a planing-mill.- Ten years ago the place was 
changed into tenements. The loss on the 
building will amount to 812,000. The loss on 
turniture destroyed will amount to about 
$10,000. In the early part of the fire 
an extension ladder broke and Charles Nainbey, 
aged 22,a locomotive fireman, and a fireman 
named Kelly, connected with No. 1 truck, were 
thrown to the ground and seriously injured. 

IN NEW YORK. 

New Tonk, March 12—2 a. m.—At 1:20 this 
morning a fire burst out in the five-story brick 
building No. 174 Fulton street, occupied by 
Frederick O. Pierce, paints and oils; John F. 
Baldwin & Co., printers, and a book-bindery 
on the top floor, The engines were promptly 
on the spot, but theinflammable nature of the 
conteuts caysed the whole building to be gutted. 
The fire is now (2a. m.) under control. The 
top floor and roof are still burning. No esti- 
mates of the loss to-nigbt, but it will be heavy y. 
The building belongs to Trinity Church.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The new rates to the East went into effect 
yesterday morning, and as far as can be learned 
they are still maintained. Commissioner Guil- 
ford will arrive here this morning, and will at 
once apply himself to the task of apportioning 
the business among the various lines. It is a 
common expression that the arrangement made 
by the New York mecting is entirely impracti 
cable, and that the action was due in a great 
measure to the personal interest of some of the 
magnates in the stock market rather than for 
any benefits expected to accrue to the respective 
roads. But even if it resulted in a practicable 
plan it would not end the discrimina- 
tion agafist this city; on the con- 
trary, it would make matters still worse. 
For while the Commissioner is right here and 
can watch the Chicago roads, he cannot keep 
track of what the roads from other points are 
doing, and the result would again be that the 
rates are maintained from this point while they 
are not from other points, and business would 
necessarily seek the cheapest) channel. More- 
over, the scheme for apportioning freight be- 
tween some forty railroads is simply chimerical. 
Even the attempt at apportionment between 
four rail from the single point 
of New York virtually failed after three 
months’ experience, and today the 
scheme only exists on paper. According 
tothe New York papers company is ob- 
taining all the business it can get without re- 
gard to its obligations to the other companies 
under-the June agreement, To divide the 
business proportionately among the roads in 
this city alone will be a hereulean task, let 
alone dividing among the roads running East 
from all other Western competing points. In 
order to ascertain on what basis the roads lead- 
ing Kast from this city were willing to have the 
business apportioned, a TRIBUNE reporter made 
inquiries at the various offices, and found that 
the roads were expecting the following propor- 
tions:

The Fall of a Mountain. 
Helena (Mont.) Indemnendent. 

Nearly every resident of Montana has either 
seen or heard of the famous Bear-Tooth Mount- 
alu, the most prominent landmark in Northern 
Montana. It is visible from different points at 
distances ranging from forty to sixty miles, and 
is in full view from Helena and the surrounding 
country. The mountain is distdnt about 
thirty miles from Helena, and stands 
like a grim and mightv sentmel at 
the end of the canon known as the Gate of the 
Mountains, through which flows the Missouri 
River. The Bear Tooth was fully described as a 
wonderful landmark of the early explorers, 
Lewis and Clark. In photographs ofthe north- 
ern country the two tusks, rising black and 
grim hundreds of fect above the mountain, are 
the prominent objects. The main tusk remains, 
looking lonely and isolated in its grandeur. 

Last Monday a party of hunters, who were 
chasing game several miles north of the Bear 
Tooth, observed a rumbling sound and a quak- 
lug of the earth, and supposing it was an earth- 
quake, and not noticing a repitition of it, they 
soon forgot the occurrence, and continued their 
chase until they reached the Bear’s Tooth. 
Here they were astonished by tke appearance 
of the eastern tusk. ‘This was a perpendicular 
mass of rock and earth, fully 500 feet high, 300 
fect in circumference at its base, and about 150 
feet at the top. This immense mass had become 
dislodged, and coming down with the speed of 
an. avalanche had swept through a forest of 
large timber fora quarter of a mile, entirely 
leveling it. The couutry arvund is now cov- 
ered with a great mass of broken trees and tons 
upon tons of rocks, many of them as large as an 
ordinary house. 


Cheese Made from Potatoes. 


A foreign paper says cheese is made from po- 
tatoes iu Thuringia and Saxony in the manuer 
described below: 

After having collected a quantity of potatoes 
of good quality, giv.ng the preference toai 
white kind, they are boil in a ca dron, an 
after becoming cool are peeled and reduced to a 
pulp, either by means of a grater or mortar. To 
live pounds of this pulp, which ought tobe as 
equal as sible, is added one pound of sour 
milk and the necessary quantity of salt. The 
whole is kneaded togethey, and the mixture 
covered up and allowed to Iie for three or four 
days, according to the season. At tne end of 
this time it is kneaded anew, and the cheeses 
are placed in little baskets, when the superflu 
ous moisture escapes. They are then allowed 
to dry m the shade, and placed im large vessels, 
where they must remain for fifteen days. The 
older the cheeses are the more their quality im- 
proves. Three kinds are made—the first and 
most common is made as detailed above; the 
second, with four parts of potatoes and two 
parts of curdied milk; the third, with two parts 
of potatoes and four parts of cow’s or ewe’s 
milk. These cheeses have this advantage over 
other kinds, that they do not engender worms, 
and keep free fora number of years, provided 
they are olaced in a dry situation and in well- 
close’ vessels. *
